It is seen b\ this rule that Lexington cannot of- 
ficially pass an ordinance to go on saving time lx-- 
cause it is against the state law. To get around 
this, the cit\ commissioners recommended to the 
citizens to adopt the time, which they did. but. 
as seen in the statute, the I'nivcrsity l»cing a public 
school and "an institution of the Commonwealth' 
cannot go on the saving time. 

To keep up w ith the City of Lexington and to 
give its emploxees an extra hour of da\ light also, 
the I'nivcrsiU will advance its daily schedule one 
hour. Lust hour classes will meet at 7 a.m. instead 
of 8 a.m. Offices w ill open at 7:90 a.m. rat hex than 
8: 3(1 a.m. and w ill c lose at 4 p.m. 

Some- persons wi'l probably l>e confused at first 
trying to keep in mind that when its 10 o'clock 
down town, it's i o'clock on the campus, and also 
trving to learn a new schedule. The simplest solu- 
tion to the problem for students is. of course, to run 
their watt lies up an hour. We will then go to class 
at the same hour as we have ln-en. and our time 
will be with the cit\"s. but remcmlx'r not to pay 
any attention to the clock in Memorial Mall and in 
campus buildings. 



Fence On UK Campus Costs 
Students Over $120 A Year 



The fence lvtwcen the journalism building and 
tin' Mining Lal*>raton costs I k students over S120 
.» rear. This nut sound strange, but that fence 
compels students to take extra steps, and these ex- 
tra steps cause shoes to wear out and shoes cost 
money. 

There are 70 steps from the north door of the 
Journalism building through the fence and around 
the side of the Mining Laboratory, next to the engi- 
nevriiiir quadrangle to the main sidewalk, but go- 
ing around the Mining Lab on the other side, as 
students are presently lorced to do. requires 120 
steps to the same spot ot the main sidewalk. Thus 
a student going to and from the Journalism Building 
is torced to take l<Ki • vti.i steps I H steps each way) 
lx-cause of the tencv. 

An average of about 900 students gn to and from 
the Journalism Building a day. These students 
'..k. a total of VHHHi , \tra steps a day because of 
tlx fence, or 0.000 O00 extra steps a year, excluding 
the summer term. 

A local shoe itOK manager, quoting from a folder 
districted by a shoe manufacturer, told us this 
xxe-e-k that it takes alx>ut 570 miles, or 1.003.2(X! 
steps, to wear out a pair ol shoes of medium weight. 
Tlx- average pric e of Hack shoes is $15. he said. 

Dividing the total numlx r of extra ste ps taken 
a \ear by stud. mn because of tlie fence ( 9.000.<XX) ) 
by the- unmix i of steps needed to xxear out a pair 
of shoes (1.003.200'. the ansxxer is a little over 
eight pair ot shoes. Multiplying this number by 
the average price ol a pair of shoe's. S15. the ansxxer 
is S120 plus. 

Actually, tlx' true cost is more than S120. Ix?cause 
we did not considi r the extra steps taken during 
the summer semester. We also based our total steps 
for a year on a (he-dav week and did not consider 
Saturdays. At any rate, it is seen the fence cost us 
students well alxixe S12<» a ye ar. 

If the fence is torn down, about seven square 
yards of concrete xvemlel lx- liccele-el to construct a 
sidewalk in its place. \ manager of a laBBj ready 
mixed concrete firm estimated it would cost alxmt 
M01.15 for such an amount of concrete. 

Comparing figures, we see the cost of concrete 
for a sidewalk to replace the fence is almost $20 
less than the cost s. ill. ri d amiuallx bx the students 
Ixeanse of tlx fence. ()| course, lalxir must lie 
<•- ■nsidcred in the cost far such a job. but this can 
e.isilx lx 1 furntsiied bx the Lnixersitv. 

This is the MOOnd year the fence has lx>en up. 



Thus the total amount it has cost us students is oxer 
$240. and every year the fence remains standing, it 
costs us $120 or inore. 

We sincerely hope the University and the Main- 
tenance and Operation! Department xvill take these 
figures and ponder seriously DMT them. We hope 
they xvill find it in their hearts to amend the matter 
and help us students to saxe money as xxcll as time 
and xxear and tear on our feet.

Politicians are forced into their 
'witch hunts" for subversives by the 
American public, said Dr. Robert V 
Cushman. one of the nation's lead- 
ing political scientists, in the Mft 
Blazer lecture Tuesday night in 
Guignol Theater. The public is doing 
so by clamoring for a clean house 
in America and. therefore, weaken- 
ing their civil libertv rights, he 
added. 

Dr. Cushman said that the>.e at- 
tempts to dig out subversives in the 
American scene are being bungled 
by politicians, are using the investi- 
aations for gaining political popu- 
larity. The^e investigations should 
be handled by professionals, not 
amateurs or political ambitionistv 
he said. 

"Mo«t investigating committees 
have a useful place when conducted 
right and led by competent men 
bent on accomplishing a useful end." 
The activities of the Kefauver Com- 
mittee and the Fulbright Commit- 
tee were cited by the speaker as 
examples of "good" important ser-

vices. Dr. Cu.-hman's criticism was 
aimed at those committees who 
have a complete disregard for "civil 
liberties." 

The lecturer pointed out that the 
investigating committees now carry- 
ins on the "witch hunts" stand in- 
dicted on two counts. First, they are 
usurping the powers of a court: they 
punish, yet have no permlssable 
powers to do so. And secondly, they 
use the wrong procedures, for the 
accused has no judicial protection 
of any sort. 

Dr. Cushman contended that the 
powers of these committees are 
p»tting out of proportion to their 
uses. They do not have punitive 
powers, yet the mere summons from 
one of them is punishment. They 
follow no set rules as do civil courts 
and offer no chance for a person to 
present a defense. 

To illustrate his case. Dr. Cush- 
man said that when a few cases 
were allowed to defend themselves, 
the published results were negative 
compared to the undefended cases. 
Their greatest punishment he says 
Is in the publication of names. They 
do not publish whether or not a 
person Is guilty, but merely leave 
therefore him branded with a "red 
sear." 

The political scientist went on to 
say that now that the "Red Hunters" 
have run out of available bait they 
have started a drive for subversives 
that is "guilt by association." This 
accusation of guilt by association Is 
dangerous in that it puts the "red 
scar" on many innocent victims, 
who. through no fault of their own. 
had associated with a "Red." given 
him money, or known someone who 
was a communist. It plays into the 
red party line by discrediting decent 
and innocent people, and is danger- 



ously misleading the 
public as to who k disloyal and 
is dangerous to the country's safety.
